MYSTERIODS 
FIRES 


THE FIRE COMPANY DOES GOOD 


WORK IN GETTING CONTROL. 


The Question of Water Pressure and 


tbe Relation of the Water Com- 


pany Towards It. 


Two fires just three days apart aud 


their origin are being much discussed 
in this place. They were both about 
the same time of the night, at a time 
•when many people are soundly sleep- 
ing and hard to arouse and both fires 
are suggestive of incendiarism. 
At 


both barns a number of chickens were 
kept and they were either consumed 
or taken before die firing and at both 
places barn doors were found open by 
those first on the ground. 


About half past three o'clock last 


Thursday morning the barn on the lot 
of Mrs. Morgan Mickley in the rear of 
their residence on Carlisle street, was 
discovered to be on fire. A neighbor 
who was at her window at three 
o'clock says there was no sign of fire 
at that time, but a half hour later 
whe ndiscovered the buildings were 
burning furiously. Mrs. Mickley. the 
-first at the barn, says the barn doors 
were standing open. Ollie Carter, the 
watchman at the Gettysburg Hotel. 
s-aw the light and running to engine 
house gave the alarm. When the Fire 
Company with apparatus reached the 
fire all the buildings on the Mickley 
]ot were burning. The large barn con- 
taining a butcher work room, carriage 
house, chicken house, ice house and 
hog pen. were destroyed with their con 
tents, the only articles saved being 
buggy and surrey which Mr. Mickley 
succeeded in getting out of the car- 
riage house, the top of the buggy be- 
ing then on fire. 


Along 
with 
the 
buildings 
three 


horses were burnt, one being owned 
by Mrs. Mickley. another .by J. B. 
Wineman, son-in-law of Mr. and Mrs. 
Mickley and the third by V. J. Ecken- 
rode, who has been conducting the 
butcher establishment. 
Mr. Ecken- 


rode lost in addition three-quarters of 
a beef. Mr. Wineman lost two deliv- 
ery wagons and other articles besides 
his horse and on all this property 
there was no insurance. 


The loss of Mrs. Mickley on build- 


ings and contents, including the butch- 
ering machinery, is estimated at about 
S3000 with insurance' fiTtHe" Liberty 
and Independent Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company of about one-third the 
loss. 


The Fire Company did excellent ser- 


vice, as they always do, in r-ontrolling 
the fire and the building in rear of lot 
of C. Wm. Beales was saved and any 
spread of the flames prevented beyond 
the Mickley buildings. The ruins pre- 
sent one of the scenes of the irony of 
Tife. the valuable buildings gone up in 
rmoke and a big heap of barrels, boxes 
and refuse of the Wineman Grocery 
Store unharmed. The building on lot 
of C. W. Beales was insured in the 
Royal Company, Martin Winter agent, 
:or SI00. 


The second fire started on Sunday 


morning at 
about half past 
four 


o'clock. It was in the stable on rear 
of lot owned by Mrs. Mary Tawney, 
being the old Weaver property on W. 
Middle street, with the Ohler family 
and H. P. Allison as tenants. 
On the 


•=vest side Mr. Allison has his chicken 
yard and the absence of all chickens 
and 
few bodies of chickens being 


found, suggests the possible 
awful 


work going on. The fire when first 
seen was in the corner where the 
chickens were kept and building was 
afire all over when Fire Company ar- 
rived. The good work of the company 
soon had fire out. While the stable is 
a total loss yet the fire was gotten un- 
der control by the time the upperhalf 
had been consumed. The only contents 
of the stable was about five tons of 
hay belonging to Frank Deardorff. 


Chief E. P. Wisotzkey of the Fire 


Company received on Saturday a check 
for |10 from Mr. C. Win. Beales with 
a letter sending his "sincere thanks to 
you and your company of brave fire- 
men. T also congratulate you all upon 
your skill and expeditious handling of 
"he recent fire so very near my resi- 
dence. This expression of Mr. Beales 
was highly appreciated by Chief Wis- 
r.tzkey and the Fire Company. 


Water Pressure. 


Each new fire calls attention to a 


need of the town—more water pres- 
sure. Chief Wisotzkey was asked at 
'he fire the other night if the sparks 
e^t fire to other buildings what would 
he do. and replied. "I don't know and 
I don't want to Think about such a con- 
tingency." One engine can take care 
of but one fire and in the event of 
spreading fire from sparks the water 
pressure is not sufficient in many por- 
tions of the town to give protecting 
streams direct from fire plugs. 


Chief Wisotzkey has been facing 


this problem for years and dreading 
a situation that, would be beyond the 
control of the Fire Company and the 
present equipment. To be equal to the 
situation would require one of two 
things, either that the town buy other 
expensive fire apparatus and in the 
face of the borough debt this is not 
hopeful, or the other way *f increased 
water pressure. 


This increased water pressure could 


be given by the Gettysburg Water 
Company in either of two ways so as 
to make every fire plug an available 
source of fire fighting streams. One 
way would be the erection of a stand- 
pipe on the higher ground of the town. 
The other way, and by far the better, 
would be to go to the mountains and 


dam up one of the streams there aud 
secuio a, gravity fall of from 100 to 


0 feet. 
By this method the town 


would have, au ideal water pressure 
and protection from fire. 


And why shouldn't the Water Com- 


pany do this very thing? As one citi- 
zen expressed it. ''The Water Company 
owes it morp TO the town to give water 


the citizens owe it to 
spend large sums for 


pressure than 
themselves to 
more apparatus." The Water Com- 
pany has drawn an annual revenue 
from the borough of $400 in the past 
23 years, since engine was bought. 
This annual rental is the interest on 
$8000. For this rental the Water Co. 
has always been able to give the re- 
turn of a sufficient supply of water, 
but the modern system of fire fighting 
is with water pressure and to keep up 
with the times the many citizens are 
saying that it is up to the Water Co. 
to give water pressure. 


It is the prevalent opinion that it is 


altogether possible io secure this pres- 
sure. 
There are available mountain 


streams which would 
furnish 
the 


water and a gravity fall to give the 
pressure. The water source of the 
town would be made better at the 
same time. Many citizens believe that 
such an improvement would only be 
living up to the reciprocal obligation 
due by the Water Company to the 
town for the rental collected. 


Going to the mountain for water 


supply would do away with the expen- 
sive Marsh Creek plant, coal, labor and 
supplies, said to amount annually to 
$3000. There can be no question that 
the revenuees of the company for 
water sold must be large and the as- 
sertion has been made that gravity 
water supply obtained at an additional 
cost, of $75,000 to $100,000 would be a 
good business proposition for the com- 
pany to present to moneyed men. That 
the revenues of the company with the 
saving at the present plant would be 
sufficient to pay good earning divi- 
dends on the capitalization that would 
be needed. If this can be shown by the 
business of the company all the money 
needed would be subscribed in this 
place in short order and in the face 
of this possibility does not the Water 
Company owe the town ample water 
pressure for fire fighting purposes? 


The COMPILER -will welcome any in- 


formation from the Company and citi- 
zens on this subject.

That no inconvenienee may arise from the changes in the Constitution of the Commonwealth, and in order to carry the same into complete operation, it is hereby declared that — 


lu the caso of officers elected by the people, all terms of office fixed by act of Assembly at an odd number of years shall each be lengthened one year, but the Legislature may change the length of the term, provided the terms for 


which such officers are elected shall always be for an even number of years.

Rattlesnakes were the most danger- 


ous wild animals with which the early 
settlers of New Jersey had to contend. 
They wore very numerous, and their 
bite, if not treated properly at once, 
was generally fatal. In "Stori°s From 
American 
History" F. K. Stockton 


cites an incident which gives an Idea 
of the abundance of the rattlers in 
the new colony: 


In a quarry from which the work- 


men -were engaged in getting out stone 
for the foundations of Princeton col- 
lege a wide crack in the rocks was dis- 
covered which led downward to a 
large cavity, and in this care were 
found about twenty bushels of rattle* 
snake bones. 


There was no reason to believe that 


this was a snake cemetery, to which 
the creatures retired when they sup- 
posed they were approaching the end 
of their days, but It was without doubt 
a great rattlesnake trap. 


The narrow, winding passage lead- 


ing to it must have been very attrac- 
tive to a snake seekinsr retired quar- 
ters in whiHi to take its long winter 
nap. 
Although the cave at the bot- 


tom of tli.' sireat crack was easy 
enough to {,-ot into, it was so ai 
ranged that it was difficult if not im- 
possible for a snake to get out, es- 
pecially in the spring, when snakes are 
very thin and weak, having been nour- 
ished all winter by their own fat. 


Thus year after year the rattlesnakes 


must have gone down into that cavity 
without knowing that they could never 
get out again.

The session of the legislature in 


1900 
was a ghastly joke. The work of 


the session of 1905 had so outraged the 
put/lie conscience that the Republican 
ticket was defeated at the ensuing 
election by an overwhelming majority 
and Governor Pennypacker called the 
extra session of 1906 to "save the 
faop" of the machine. Its principal 
work was destructive. That is to say

| but Sisson and Stober in every in 


j stance voted to limit the merits of 


j such measures to the minimum. 
In 


half a dozen previous sessions they 
had voted against a uniform primary 
election law, but under the spur of 
consternation they voted for the apol- 
ogy whi'-h is now on the statute book 
It is not all bad, of course, and can 
dor compels the acknowledgment that 
it is an improvement on the primary 
system that prevailed previously. But 
a really meritorious law might have 
been enacted if it had not been foi 
the opposition to any substantial re 
forms by the Republican machine, in 
which sinister purpose Sisson and Sto 
her invariably participated. Probably 
the best result of the session of 1906 
was that it retired J. A. Stober from 
legislation service. 


The Session of 1907. 


The session of 1907 opened with the 


machine in a state of uncertainty. The 
result of the election of 1906 was a 
sort of rescue from ruin, as unexpect- 
ed as it was undeserved. The machine 
managers were as avaricious for spoils 
as ever, but,still under the shadow oi 
abject fear. 
They invoked cunning 


however, to mask theii operations and 
conceal their tricks in committee. The 
two committees in which most of the 
vicious legislation is considered are 
those on corporations and railroads 
Sisson was chairman of the committee 
on railroads during the session of 1907 
and third man on the committee on 
corporations. The first four men on a 
committee practically control its pro- 
ceedings. In the session of 1907 the 
first four names on the committee on 
corporations were Sproiil, Scott, Sissoc 
and Stineman. in the order named. The 
first four names on the committee on 
railroads were Sisson. Scott. Spronl 
and 
Stineman. 
Another committee 


which the machine is always anxious 
to keep tractable is that of judiciary 
general. Mr. Sisson hart second place 
on that committee and Scott third. 


Anti-Corporation Bills Smothered. 
Most of the bills which were antas 


onJstic to corporation Interests wer* 
smothered in committee. Among these 
were bills requiring passenger cars te 
be kept In sanitary condition, the 
equal distribution of rars to coal mine? 
and the act to regulate the rate fot 
transportation of freight and passen 
gers on railroads. The act defining 
the liability of railroads to employes 
that providing penalties for giving ot 
receiving free transportation and that 
authorizing courts to fix maximum pas- 
senger rates for railroads, were sti.lerT 
in committee. It Is reasonably certain 
that Sisson was responsible for all this 
miscarriage of .fast legislation. Senate* 
Blewitt's bill to repeal the act creat 
fng the state constabulary and Senator 
Dewalfs bill fixing liability of employ- 
ers in actions for damages for injury 
or death of employes, were smothered 
in the committee on Judiciary general 
It is fair to presume that he had some- 
thing to do with the stifling of those 
measures. 


Senator Sisson fairly earned the tf- 


tle of "Artful Dodger" during the sfs 
sion of 1907. 
It was impossible tc 


stifle in committee all measures which 
v,-ere opposed by the corporations. He 
dodged the vote on the bill to pro- 
hibit the maintenance of bucket shops 
(Senate Journal, 1007. page 2728). He 
dodged the vote on the bill to provide 
for the health and safety of persons 
employed in and about anthracite coal 
mines. 
(Senate Journal. 1907. page 


10S2). He dodged the vote on the bill 
providing that no railroad corporation 
shall acquire, purchase or guarantee 
the stock, bonds or other securities of 
T lease or pin-chase the franchise of 
v" in any way control any street pas 


»r railway corporation having con 


"„ ol of a parallel or competing line 
( Senate Journal. 1907. page 1681). This 
n easure was simply carrying out the 
provisions of the constitution and was 
made necessary by the fact that cer j 
tain big railroads were endeavoring tc( 
get control of trolley lines which were 
impairing their monopoly in transpor 
tatinn in certain sections. He dodged 
the vote on a bill to prevent discrimi 
nation by and regulate the rates foi

Voted For Bad Bill*. 


P.Ir. Sisson's sins during the session 


of 1!>07 were not all "sins of omission." 
however, as the record thus far would 
inrlirat". He voted affirmatively on bad 
bills and negatively on good bills as 
the exigencies of the machine requir- 
ed. As a rule Keyser or McNichol was 
his ."bell-weather." and he voted as 
they voted, probably without taking 
the trouble to inquire whether it was 
right or wrong. On the bill to create 
a bureau of elevator ins-section, for 
example, he voted aye. because he was 
told the machine wanted some new 
offices to distribute among the faith- 
ful. (Senate Journal, 1907, page 1088). 
The state had no more use for such a 
bureau than a dog has for two tails, 
but the machine needed the places. He 
also voted for the extension of the 
Capitol park at an expense of $2,000. 
000. 
(Senate Journal, 1907, page 691). 


The McCall's Ferry dam and the 


York Haven dam in the Susquehanaa 
river, and other dams in other streams 
throughout the state having given the 
machine emissaries all the water pow- 
ers and privileges they needed for the 
time being, it was decided to mo- 
nopolize the business. 
Accordingly a 


bill was introduced Into the legisla- 
ture of 1907 that "no dam-wall, wing- 
wall or other obstruction shall be built 
in streams, heretofore declared public 
highways." Upon this question Sisson 
voted ves. (Senate Journal. 1907. page 
1748). 


Wasting Public Funds. 


The act increasing the compensation 


of senators and representatives <n the 
general assembly was about as atro- 
cious an attempt to raid the treasury 
as has ever been perpetrated. 
Upon 


that measure Sisson voted yes. (Sen- 
ate Journal. 1907. page 791). 


There were bills to create additional 


law judges in Blair. Cambria. Dela- 
ware and Erie counties, and Sisson 
voted for nil of them. 
(Senate Jour- 


nal. 
->'>-. pages 521. 598. 806. 1363). 


Senator Sisson supported the bill au- 


thorizing one-half of all fines and for- 
feitures to which counties are entitled 
to be appropriated to law libraries. 
(Senate Journal. 1907. page 778). This 
bill would have legalized as bald a 
robbery of the people as was ever con- 
ceived. 
It would have taxed the peo- 


ple to provide lawyers with books for 
personal use, and is clearly unconsti- 
tutional. 


He voted for every bill presented 


during that session which contemplat- 
ed the increase of the number of of- 
fices and the salaries of officers. This 
is a favorite way the machine has of 
rewarding politicians for sinister ser- 
vice. Whenever it is found that there 
are not enough offices to go around 
new ones are created. 
Sisson was al- 


ways a willing helper in this wicked 
work. 


Trick to Help the Judges. 


For years, in pursuance of the plan 


to win the favor of the judges at any 
:ost, the Republican legislative ma- 
chine had been striving to enact a ju- 
dicial pension bill or a judges' retiring 
aw. or something that would serve as 
a tub to the judicial whale. 
Every 


other expedient having failed, a bill to 
create in the supreme court, the su- 
perior court and all other courts a 
•judge emeritus" was introduced dur- 
ing the session of 1907 It was read in 
place by Senator McNichol. for Sena- 
or Brown, of Philadelphia, 
It pro- 


vided that after a judge had served a 
certain period of time he became a 
tidge emeritus, and during the rest of 
his life would be entitled to full pav 
without performing any service. The 
machine senators, Including Sisson, 
were enthusiastic for the bill. It was 
promptly reported out of the commit- 
ee on judiciary general, of which Sis- 
son was a member, but after passing 
second reading was retired. It was a 
rifle too rank for the country sena- 
ors 


The bill providing for the initiative 


and referendum in cities had a rather 
'rocky road to travel." The people 
wanted ft and didn't hesitate to let the 
act be known. But the machine was 
against it flat. It was a house bill and 
referred to the committee on judiciary 
general in the senate, from which it 
was subsequently reported with a neg- 
ative recommendation. 
On May 13 


Senator Grim moved to place it on the 
calendar, which required an affirma- 
ive vote of two-thirds. A majority of 
the senators favored it, but the minor- 
ty amounted to more than one-third 
and the motion was defeated, the ayes 
being 22 and the nays 17. Senator Sis- 
son voted against the measure. 


Railroad Commission Bill Mutilated. 
Senator Sisson was 
chairman, on 


;he part of the senate, of the commit- 
ee on conference, to which was re- 
erred the differences between the two 
bouses on the bill to create the state 
railroad commission. During the con- 
sideration of the measure he aimed 
to make it as innocuous as possible, 
and his vote for it was 
reluctantly 


cast. In conference he opposed every 
feature which might invest it with 
potency for good and finally secured 
the adoption of the measure, which 
has since been practically useless ex- 
cept as a medium of extracting money 
from the treasury to pay the salaries 
of the commissioners and employe? 
He declared that the bill as it came 
from the house was "too grasping." 
but that cannot be said of it as it 
came from the conference committee 
and became a law. 


The Republican candidate for audi- 


tor general proved his fidelity to the 
machine, moreover, by voting against 
the McCord bill, which provided for an 
expression of party opinion at the pri- 
maries for United States senator. Pen- 
rose knew what that meant to him and 
00 did Sisson. 


FIT 
TO BE A JUSTICE 


Mr. Munson, Democratic Nominee For

Mr. Munson was a candidate for su- 
preme court justice, and should eschew 
partisan politics as much as possible 
This slipped the mind of Mr. Dunn, 
but Mr. Munson did not forget it. When 
the suggestion was made to him he re- 
plied that he could not entertain such 
an idea. The office for which he was 
a candidate should be kept aloof from 
politics, and he could not take part iu 
a political meeting without doing dis- 
credit to the judicial office. He would 
rather be defeated than win through 
such means. An informal reception 
was substituted for the Democrat- 
rally. 
. \\ wpuld be an admirable thing if 
judicial nominations could be made 
here, as they are in some states, by 
non-partisan conventions. But the Re- 
publicans 
meet by themselves and 
nominate 
their own men and fr^ 
quently select pretty stiff organization 
men for the nominations.

But 
as the Republicans make their own 
nominations, there is nothing for the 
Democrats to do but to nominate jus- 
tices in the usual party assembly. In 
Mr. Munson the Democrats have of- 
fered the people a chance to elect a 
man who rises above partisanship, wh'j 
appreciate the dignity and responsi- 
bility of the office to which he has 
been nominated, and who will not take 
those means ot" promoting his election 
which he might properly take if he 
werea candidate for an administrative 
office. The ermine would become him, 
and his election would be an advantage 
to the state.

Such things, 
on a lesser scale, perhaps, have oc- 
curred before, but the method of rais- 
ing the fund by digging into a police- 
man's pay envelope before he has even 
seen it is peculiar to this campaign. 
According to O'Keefe's story, told in 
a letter sent to the mayor, he has a'- 
ways paid political assessments leviod 
against him without a murmur, sim- 
ply because he knew his job depend^ ! 
upon it. This year though he knew h** 
would have to pay. he didn't have a 
chance to count out the cash himself, 
and he has refused to sign the receipt 
for a full month's pay. Orders from 
the "front" were that each policeman 
should be assessed $10, but $15 was 
taken from O'Keefe.

lively experience just before the battle 
f Gettysburg, aud

out the first message of the battle to 
the world. Wheii Lee begau 
his 


march into 
Pennsylvania, rumors 


spread all over the southern part of 
the State that the Confederates would 
draft into their service all telegraph ' 
; operators. 
i 


The late Hugh D. Scott, of the 


Western Maryland Company, was 
then the operator at Gettysburg. 


Ou the evening of June 26th, he 


sent a message to Dtniel E. Trone at 
Hanover, that the advanced troops of 
the Confederate Army were entering 
the western end of Gettysburg. "I 
will leave this pla^-e at once. This is 
my last message. A minute later I 
will have my instrument uuder my 
anu ready to drive down the turnpike 
to York, for [ <So uot want to be cap- 
tured." 


Mr. Troue then conferred with Mr. 


Grove about the advisability of both 
of them skedaddling from Hauover 
in the same way that Mr. Scott left 
Gettysburg. Meantime, Mr. Grove 
packed up Ibis traps, aud took hi? in- 
strument with him to York, where he 
gave it to Albert VV. Baruitx. father of 
J. Percy Barnitz, of Carlisle street. 
He then boarded a train for Lancaster 
with his father. The next day he 
weut to Philadelphia, aud in 
the 


evening took a fast train for Balti- 
more, where his family had gone. 


M>r. Troue being iu the employ of 


the telegraph company as well as the 
railroad company, stuck to his post of 
duty until the last. He was sending 
messages on the morning of Juue 27th, 
when four hundred Confederate cav- 
alry, under Col. White, came dashing 
into Hanover from Gettysburg, up 
Carlisle Street. When they approach- 
ed the railroad station, one of the offi- 
cers palled out, "Wnere is the tele- 
graph office?" Mr. Trone bad heard of 
their coming. He threw his instru- 
ment on the attic of the building, put 
the«ouuder in his pocket aud skipped 
aorose the town to his home. A few 
minutes later several 
Confederate 


troopers entered his telegraph office. 
D.pou reaching home he weut up stairs, 
wlwan he got sutticieut cash, to assist 
him In his flight to a place of safety 
from capture by the Confederates." 


In his narrative Mr. Grove says 


that Mr. Troue moved out the West- 
minster road, and wheu about one 
mile from town, a man <.<u horseback 
approached him. 


•'Don't po into town." said Mr. 


Trone to the farmer, -'The rebels 
will capture your horse." 


"Well," said the farmer. "I must 


goto Hanover, but I will lend you 
'my horse, and you cau ride to West- 
minster." So it happened that Mr. 
Trorie hastened ofl to the Maryland 
town some sixteen miles away, aud 
.placed the horse iu a stable. He then 
boarded a train for Baltimore, reach- 
ing that city late iu the evening of 


American Ambassador to Kugland, 
but theu the war correspondent of the 
New York Tribune. 


Before the line was entirely rebuilt 


to Hanover Junction, Mr. Trone came 
up street with a large roll of manu- 
script. It contained messages tor the 
President and the War Department at 
Washington as well as for the New 
York paper. 


"These dispatches." said Mr. Troue 


to Mr. Grove, "should be sent at ouce. 
Take them down to Hauover Junc- 
tion." A few minutes later a hanclear 
was obtained. George D. Klinefelter, 
Abraham Baker, Michael Colgau aud 
Mr. Grove boarded the car. Some ac 
cident happened at Jefferson Station 
aud the car, like a stubborn mule, 
would go uo farther. 


Jonas Rebert, of Jelfersou, came to 


| the rescue. He told them there was 
a large car ou the track filled with 
lime. "It ought to be sent to Han- 
over Juuctiou 
Get on that car, boys, 


and 1 will send you down the line. 
It is down grade, aud you will be at 
Hanover Junction iu ajifly." 


There were uo orakes ou the car, 


which moved rapidly to a distance of 
one half mile from the Juuctiou. The 
up-grade at this place checked the on- 
ward progress of the car, and by 
using rails to rub ou the wheels they 
stopped it. A few minutes later How- 
ard Scott, the son of the hotel proprie- 
tor at Hauover Junction, begau to 
send the message* with lightuiug 
speed to their destiuatiou. One of 
them, eaye Mr. Grove, he remembers 
well, contained thp statement that 
General Daniel £. Sickles, now one of 
the two surviving Corps Commanders 
of the whole Union Army, had lost 
his right leg at Gettysburg. 


This dispatch requested that a spec- 


ial train be sent at on«e, to convey 
the General to his home, or to the 
city of Washington. Later iu the 
evening of July .'id, "these boys of 
1863" returned to Hanover. A short 
time after they had left this town, 
telegraph communication was opened, 
aud iu the meantime, Daniel E. Troue 
had seut out with his sounder, in his 
office at Hanover, the first message to 
the civilized world of the great Bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. 


GEOROE it. Pr.owKLL. 


The following day he met Mr. Grove 


aud^some other Hanover people. Hu- 
mors of all kinds were heard about the 
Southern army. They were told on 
July 1-st, that a battle had taken place 
*t Hanover the day before, and that 
the Confederates were driven back. 
This .news induced them to believe 
that the coast was clear ; so M r. Grove, 
William Grumbine, Daniel E. Troue 
and three or four other Hanoverians, 
hired a large omnibus to bring them 
to Hanover. Each of them paid the 
owner live dollars. When they ap- 
proached the Pennsylvania line, they 
heard cannonading in the vicinity of

'•I use oue of Wilbur Wright's aero- 


planes, it is about 6 feet from tip to 
tip of wingts. it is started along a rail 
by means of a powerful spring aud a 
weight of 15 hundred weight, which is 
so arranged that as to drop it pulls 
the aeroplane along a rail. The pro- 
pellers are going 500 revolutions a 
minute, the engine is soaring away 
and, if you are skillful and plucky, at 
the end of about 100 yArds of rail the 
machine gracefully soars into the air 
at a speed of about 
'•'> miles an hour. 


The engine has only one speed. When 
you want to stop you pull a string and 
the engine stops. Then you drop to 
the ground, down a gradient of about 
10 degrees, and if you are still lucky, 
you laud ou both skids and pull up 
without breaking anything. You gen- 
erally break something. 1 am reveal- 
ing no secret when I tell you fliat we 
have set aside a very large sum per 
week for repairs. We will keep the 
boatbuilders busy. Aeroplane repair- 
ing is like boatbuilders work. 


"What does it feel like to fly? It is 


the finest sensatiou there is. It is 
better than motor car racing—a lot 
better. It is also a little more danger- 
ous. 
It is a single man's game. If I 


were married I would never go up in 
au aeroplane again—unless unhappily 
married. 1 used to be au enthusias- 
tic motor raeer. 
I have raced three 


times in the Dieppe circuit, and i 
overturned goiug at 70 unites au hour 
once, and had a chauffeur killed. In 
au aeroplane you are only goiug :.'>0 
miles an hour, but there is more risk 
of accident. In a motor you always 
have a chance to strike a soft spot, or 
fall on your chauffeur. 
When the 


smash comes iu au aeroplane you've 
got to drop 40 or 50 feet, probably, and 
then you hit the ground at -°.0 miie^ 
an hour. 


"It is like motor racing in tlvis, too. 


that the night before, when you get 
into bed you start to worry, and ask 
yourself why you are such a foot to 
risk your neck. Then you get to 
sleep, and iu the morning you are 
nervous'and strung up. Just before 
you start you feel in a real funk. 
Everybody is the same. But once the 
actual start takes place all that is for- 
gotten. 
You delight iu the sensation 


of danger aud risk. Of course iu an 
aeroplane—especially if you have bad 
a few accidents during the last few 
days—you are hoping all the time 
that you'll get back to earth safely. I 
was five weeks learning. During that 
time I spent 4 or 5 hours iu the air 
You can't fly every day. Of course 
some people learu more quickly than 
others, as they do to ride a bicycle or 
drive a motor. It has to come instinct- 
ive, 'ihe best time to fly'is about 5 
o'clock iu the afternoon, after the sun 
has gou« down. 
While the suu is up 


there are eddies of air, aud these are 
dangerous. If au aeroplane tilts with 
you it comes down with a run. You 
can't fall out, but the whole thing falls 
to the earth. It is only kept up by its 
resistance to the air, and as soon as 
the wings get sideways ou there is go- 
iug to be a smash. The wings are 
provided with chains for bending them 
iu a parabolic curve at the tips to es- 
cape the effects of eddies. 
If you 


watch an albatross flying you will see 
it do the same tiling. The- whole 
business is a question of skill in man- 
aging the aeroplaue. 
You must know 


intuitively what is the right thing to 
do and do it. You can't sit still and 
look up what to do iu a book of di- 
rections. The best place to fly is iu an 
open space with trees round it. 
"Peo- 


ple will get terribly keen on corning 
up as passengers. It is an entrancing 
game.
